PALM OIL DEAREH. 
FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRBSPONDENT. 
LIVERPOUL, Saturday. 


Tropical produce, on the whole, has experi- 
enced a good week, with some of the com- 
modities more active than others. This has 
been the case with palm oil, for which inquiry 
has been good, and higher prices have had to 
be paid for accommodation, especially near 
positions. To-day the tone is firm, with 
sellers. rather reserved. Compared with a 
week ago, Lagos oil on spot has risen 20s. 
and forward positions 10s. Mediums on the 
spot are also dearer by 20s., while for hards 
near at hand the price is 10s. higher than 
was the case at this time last week. The 
week opened with £35 10s, refused for Lagos, 
spot dealers holding for 6s. more, and when 
this was forthcoming values were again 
raised until spot material to-day changed at 
£26 10s., with £36 wanted for shipment posi- 
tions. Softs on spot were done early on at 
£34 15s., with October-November offered at 
£35, and November-December in transit at 
£35 5s., each position advancing till to-day 
business has been reported in spot at £35 2s. 
6d.. with October-November at £35 5s., and 
November-December £35 10s. For mediums 
in transit the ruling price is £35 10s., with 
forward material at £35 5s. to £35 10s. Hards 
near at hand rule steady at £35 15s., with 
£35 10s. refused for forward material, sellers 
holding for £35 15s. Sherbros spot and near 
at hand material done at £35 5s. Mediums 
and hards in forward positions have been 
keenly southt by home consumers, while the 
Continent has heen interested in early ship- 
ment softs.

CURTAIN WISDOM. 

A good way of using both casement cloth 
and Bolton sheeting for curtains, suitable 
for any room in the house, is to give them 
an appearance of weight and also to vary 
their colouring.

imagined it to be. Yet, when the Prince 
+» of Wales and his brother, the Duke of 
_ Gloucester, arrive at Mombasa towards the 
end of this month, they will begin a tour 
of what still is one of the last and 
greatest stretches, of wild and primitive 
country in the world, Wireless, motor 
transport, and improved communications 
have made Africa a tamer and less 
mysterious continent than when Europe 
began an nified scramble for 
African colonies;.but it is still so big and. 
terrifying a country that tremendous 
districts—districts bigger than the whole 
of the United Kingdom—stir dangerously 
under their scanty trappings of 
civilisation. 

Civilisation sits upon this country much 
as a top-hat sits on a Zulu or Massai 
warrior. Top-hats have made Massai 
warriors into good, sober citizens. 
Warriors, however, have often made top- 
hats a good excuse for revolution, and 
s the Princes are going into countries that 
asa have essentially not made up their minds 

, ' which way they are going to let the top- 
hat of civilisation work. 


SINGULAR MOMBASA. 


It is fortunate that the Princes will 
begin their tour of Africa at Mombasa. 
Mombasa is a very, good introduction to 
Africa. Perhaps; no other town in the 
whole of the continent epitomises more 
clearly the extraordinary complexity and 
multiplicity .and fundamental contra- 
ditions of Africa. It reveals, for instance, 
with disconcerting blatancy Africa’s 
prodigious. mixture of races. Scarcely a 
race in the world exists which one does 
not meet there. I have seen White- 
owned “Arabs, naked negroes, turbaned 
iv Findus and Singalese, Genoese, Japanese, 
bis pale European business-men, and heavy- 
“bi. bearded Dutch settlers from the highlands 
bh mix daily in its hot, dusty streets. Bar- 
& i barism and civilisation, highly organised 
3 religions and degraded fetishisms meet 
with subtle impact. In the same street 
you see a heavily-loaded motor lorry, 
followed by rows of pack donkeys, and 
wagons drawn by a span of twelve shining 
black men, who chant helpfully at one 
another words which sound like “ You 
fool.” 

At one side of the island cargo steamers 
from the Clyde and Antwerp discharge 
sleepers and railway engines. On the 
other, the white-winged dhows of intrepid 
Arab sailors put in with a cargo of finery 
from Bombay. Christians, Mohammedans, 
Buddhists and Hindus have their 
churches, mosques and temples, but the 
native in his hut under the palm trees, 
goes on carving his idols to frighten away 
evil spirits, 


DEFEATED CIVILIZATIONS. 


Mombasa can boast renminants of at 

least two civilisations that were defeated 
by the diseases and malicious nature of 
Africa. There is the old Portuguese fort, 
whose red, scarred walls brood ponderously 
over the town. Its stones and equipment 
were brought by sailing vessel from 
Portugal long before the Suez Canal 
existed. Portugal thought it was 
impregnable. To-day the flag of the 
Sultan of Zanzibar waves: over it. Now 
the Arabs, whose forefathers defeated the 
af Christian forces of the West, marry their 
i former slaves. 
i When the Princes leave Mombasa on 
their three hundred mile journey to 
Nairobi, the capital of Kenya, they will 
not leave al] this complexity behind. 
Everything that Mombasa illustrates is 
characteristic of districts through which 
they will travel. The train climbs 
steadily until, when Nairobi is reached 
after a twenty-four hour journey, it has 
risen five thousand feet above sea level. 
Once it is outside the coastal belt, the 
train enters one of the biggest game 
reserves in the world. Within a stone s 
throw of the track large herds of zebra, 
elephants, buffalo, eland, hartebeest, 
giraffe and a hundred kinds of graceful 
gazelle can be seen grazing. 


WONDERS OF DAWN. 


I once travelled on a pioneer journey 
from Mombasa to Nairobi by motor car on 
a road which would puzzle a tank. We 
passed through the game reserve, and a 
a number .of. giraffe. detached themselves 
Fil from the herd and inguisitively raced for 
miles along by the side of the car. The 
road follows the railway line, and, as it is 
beautifully clear country, with long white 
‘plains of grass, surrounded by far-off blue 
mountains, this will probably provjde one 
of the most interesting journeys ever made 
by members of the Royal Family. At 
dawn it is possible on a clear day to see 
the bluish shadow of the snow-capped 
Kilimanjaro rise above the grass. 

At dawn, too, it sometimes happens that 
travellers observe from the train a hurried 
flight of game, and find, after a closer 
search, that it has been caused by lions. 
This journey has only one drawback: a 
thick, red dust rises from the track and 
makes it impossible at night to keep a 
window open. 

Nairobi is a flourishing, mushroom town 
of 19,000 inhabitants. Its European 
population of 2,000 is probably the gayest 
collection of people in East Africa. Race 
meetings are frequently held; polo and 
other games are continually played, and 
statistics showed at one time that every 
second person in Nairobi owned a motor 
car. Here the Princes will be within easy 
reach of the finest big game country in the 
. world. From then onward they will find 
i it, difhcult to avoid meeting big game. 
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a Lions and buffalo—one of the most 
dangerous and most difficult animals to 
shoot—are still killed on the outskirts of 
the town. 

«ae From Nairobi they will go to Kisumu, 
en the shores of the great lakes in 
Uganda; from Kisumu through to 
Tabora and Tanganyika ; from Tanganyika 
by car to Broken-Hill. The Prince and 


his brother will not be out of this 
“a hunter's paradise until they cross the 
a Transvaal border. All along this route 


they will meet posts of ten and twenty 
fever-stricken white men. These men lead 
terribly lonely and hard lives; yet they 
are of the kindest and most hospitable 
people in the world. The fact that the 
Prince and the Duke of Gloucester have 
undertaken one of the most difficult and 
dangerous journeys in the world, and, 
shared in their lives, will have a 
tnemendous effect on these lonely men. 


THE MOST DIFFICULT PART. 


The most difficult part of the journey 
will be the journey by road to Broken- 
Hill. This journey has been done 
often before, but it is still extremely | 
troublesome, because there are no proper 
b .

Over there, how- 
ever, it is known as the blueberry, and 
in Scotland it is called the blaeberry. 


In Memory of Drake. 


Sir Francis Drake, whose name is in- 
delibly associated with Plymouth, is 
universally known mainly by his seafaring 
exploits, but Plymouth will shortly pay 
tribute to his memory because of his 
engineering achievement of obtaining a 
water supply for that town from the 
hills, thirty miles distant. 

Drake lived in the sixteenth century, but 
there are still to be seen at Plymouth the 
ruins of one of the mills which he worked, 
while the spring which he discovered and 
utilised on the Dartmoor hills still supplies 
the town with water. 

The present memorial! will be erected this 
month coincident with the completion of 
extensions to the Burrator Reservoir. The 
Mayor and Corporation will attend, and 
the following toast wil] be drunk both in 
wine and water: ‘‘ To the pious memory 
of Sir Francis Drake—may the descendants 
of him who gave us water never want 
wine.”’

A Costly Coach. 


A correspondent, referring to the large 
number of tourists who visit our great 
National Museum, mentioned that he 
noticed yesterday many Americans who 
were greatly interested in the huge and 
gorgeously decorated State coach which 
Us up a large space in the circular hall 
or vestibule just as you pass the turn- 
stiles. Being in rather gloomy surround- 
ings this remarkable vehicle usually 
escapes the particular attention of visitors, 
but it is well worthy of study not only 
for its own sake, but for its associations. 
As a matter of fact, it was the official 
coach of the famous John Fitzgibbon, Lord 
Chancellor, and afterwards well known as 
Lord Clare. | 

His position gave occasion for the 
stately magnificence which was congenial 
to his character. One of his possessions 
which attracted at the time universal 
attention was the State coach (the one to 
which my correspondent refers). It was 
a vehicle described at the time as being of 
unparalleled splendour. Crowds flocked to 
see it in those days, as it rested in Fitz- 
gibbon’s stables in Baggot street, at the 
back of his town house in Ely place, and 
where it was freely shown to the public, 
the servants being forbidden to accept any 
gratuity for its exhibition. It is very in- 
teresting to record that the panels are 
decorated with paintings executed by 
William Hamilton, a Royal Academician, 
at a fee of £500, and the total cost of the 
coach, which was built in London, is 


stated to have been £2,000. 
A Curfew Grievance. 


A section of the population of a large 
and historic town in North Wales is at 
present suffering from a distinct griev- 
ance.

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THE FREE STATE CENSORSHIP 
BILL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I find in your columns of 1 , 
and likewise on the previous , letters 
which seem to call for some me. 
Professor Trench of me as anti- 
Puritan. This is not the case. Alike as 


regards theatre or cinema, novel or drama, 
fay tastes are as puritanical as Milton s. 

_ G. H. Chesterton, Monsignor Barry and 
Mr. Hilaire Belloc are all better acquainted 
with the things that shock Puritans than I 
am. Both your correspondents seem to take 
for granted that the case for a censorship 
is proved when we know that filth vy being 
read amongst a minority in-the Free State 
I do not agree. If Mr. Drury publishes a 
book which is a grave offence against public 
morals, the proper thing to do is to prose- 
cute him in the courts, and fine him so 
heavily that no one will be tempted to 
imitate his example. 

Again, both your correspondents assume as 
unhesitatingly as Calvin in Geneva, or the 
Church of Rome in the sixteenth century, 
that all immorality should be ha ay? 
pressed. 1 do not agree. A number of 
things which Mr. Drury and 1 consider very 
wicked are inappropriate subjects for legal 
interference. The riviate reading of the 
citizen is one of these. Both your cor- 
respondents emphasise the fact that the 
intention of the bill is only to suppress 4 
certain kind of filth, and that there is no 
danger of its going any further. As regards 
its immediate intentions this is probably 
true; but when you once begin backstairs 
suppression you are on a slippery slope. 
Krom the unspeakable Sunday newspaper it 
is a short step to Zola; from Zola it is a 
short step to Thomas Hardy; from Hardy it 
is a short step to Milton’s ‘‘ ‘letrachordon. 
if there is anything the history of censor- 
ships shows, it is that they net, not the 
expected fish, but the unexpected. Burke 
once said about some tyrannous legislation of 
the French Revolution: *‘ Justifying perfidy 
and murder for public benefit, public benefit 
will soon become the pretext, and perfidy 
and murder the end.” I believe that, if 
suppression of free speech is justified on the 
ground of public morality, public morality 
will soon be the pretext, and suppression of 
inconvenient truth the end. 


Hence 1 do not believe in what the 
Spectator calls “a censorship of the human 
mind ’’—-which, in my humble judgment, is 


a thing not only immoral, but impossible.—

Sin,—Your correspondent, Mr. Gerald 
Dowse, says that he nas no first-hand know- 
ledge of the report of the Committee on Evil 
Literature. His naive admission was not 
unexpected. It may theh be fairly in- 
ferred, I suppose, that no revelation of the 
extent of the wicked underworld of literature 
would, in the eyes of some of your corre- 
spondents, justify any interference with the 
liberty of the Press. For my part, I only 
intervened in this correspondence because | 
thought less than justice was being done to 
the few who had espoused the unpopular 
side, and especially because | regretted the con- 
fusing of the issue by the attempt to import 
a sectarian atmosphere ipto the controversy. 
I wished it to be known that the proposed 
Act (let me repeat it) was admittedly founded 
upon “he unanimous report of five gentlemen 
(two Roman Catholics and three Protestants) 
who had studied the question as a practical 
problem. If your corresporident chooses to 
call this “‘saddling these good and true men 
with the responsibility for the bill itself,’’ he 
is welcome to any little capital he can derive 
from it. Your same correspondent, in his 
concluding remarks, chaffs me pleasantly for 
disclaiming acquaintance with the details of 
the bill, and yet thinking it might require 
drastic amendment. Is that standpoint an 
unintelligible one? My plea was on behalf 
of the principle of the bill. Sqme of your 
correspondents led me to think the details 
of the bil must have been very ill-considered. 
In conclusion, let me say that I am sure 
the bill will be a very difficult one to pass, 
and still more difficult to work. I have had 
the advantage of studying it within the last 
few days, and, though I cannot see that it 
deserves the vehement opposition which 
some have offered, I admit that it teems with 
controversial points. Nevertheless, I accept 
the testimony of those who are acquainted 
with the details of an extremely difficult and 
unpleasant problem, and I am determined not 
to be among those who would make their 
task still more. difficult.—Yours, etc.,

Sir,—I heartily agree with “ Protestant 
Gael.” A demand for a censorship pre- 
supposes that all truth is already known and 
is in the keeping of authority which orders 
our lives, dispensing such fragments of truth 
as it considers safe—safe for us to know, safe 
for it to allow to be known. The opponents 
of a censorship believe that their minds were 
given them in order to use them. They wish 
to understand the world and set no limit to 
the range of their inquiry. The search for 
truth must be free. Even were (as is not the 
case) all truth already known to the Church 
or other authority, this would still be ne-:es- 
sary. No man or woman can know the truth 
except by personal discovery. The road must 
be open. No knowledge of truth (as opposed 
to mere fact) can be valid for any individual, 
save in so far as that individual has made 
abstract truth his, or her, own trath by 
personal contact and experiment and search. 
Better a thousand false moves, a thousand 
mistakes, than refuse to seek or withhold 
permission to seek. 
I hold that all research, all experience, are 
necessary and allowable: what is not allow- 
able is to put barriers in the way of a 
sincere and passionate search. If some base 
minds, caring nothing for truth, use their 
freedom for merely licentious purposes, better 
even that than that the quest of the Holy 
Graal should be impeded. Base minds will 
always turn to baseness. Better that a few 
pornographic sheets, a few Sunday news- 
papers, should slip through than that there 
Should be any bar to writing or to reading 
serious psychological novels, dealing with 
problems outside, indeed, the range of what 
authority finds good for us, but not outside 
the scope of a passionate searca for 
psychological or physiological truth. We do 
not live in the Middle Ages. What sufficed 
then, if it did suffice, does not suffice us. We 
must be free to feel, to note, to study all 
conceivable reactions of the human mind and 
body, in order that out of this study truth 
may come and the power of ordering freely, 
and in accordance with truth, our lives, 
which have to be lived under conditions 
utterly different from those under which 
authority was able to establish itself and prey 
upon the world. 
All literary and artistic work which has 
any serious artistic or psychological purport, 
however contrary to accepted canons, must 
be allowed free scope. If fools are poisoned— 
well, that is what happens to fools, and it 
cannot be helped. The imposition of a 
tyranny more drastic and more _ soul- 
destroying than any that Britain ever con- 
ceived cannot produce any good result, 
unless, indeed, it produce a revolt which will 
relegate authority to the nearest lamp-post 
and instil at last in this Irish nation, which 
has spoken for centuries of freedom and died 
for freedom and suffered untold horrors for 
freedom—at last some real belief in. and 
assion for, the only freedom that matters 
intellectual, spiritual and moral freedom.—

A movement is on foot in Co:'k to estab- 
lish an aero club. Although the scheme

One 
of the speakers at the meeting, in all 
probability, will be Colonel Fitzmaurice, 
the President of the Irish Aero Club, who 
will shortly pay his first visit to Cork 
since his successful) flight across the 
Atlantic. 

Mr. Alex. Healy, a nephew of the first 
Governor-General of the Free State, is one 
of the prime movers in the project, and 
others actively interested include Mr. 
George Crosbie and a number of the former 
members of the Air Force. 


GOVERNMENT AND HENRY FORD 


In view of the threatened crisis at 
Messrs. Henry Ford and Son’s factory in 
Cork, «ne can find sympathy with the view 
expressed at the recent annual meeting of 
the Cork Industrial Development Associa- 
tion, that some official] explanation should 
be given as to whether negotiations re- 
gaiding the mat er did take place between 
the Free State Government and the 
British Government on the one hand, and 
the Free State Government and Mr. Ford 
on the other. It was rather unfortunate 
that all references to the situation were 
made prior to Mr. Cosgrave’s arrival, and 
in the absence of the Press; otherwise 
some information possibly might have been 
forthcoming. 
During his visit, however, the President 
of the Executive Council received a de- 
putation from the Chamber of Commerce, 
headed by Mr. H. A. Pelly, and it ia 
expected that an interesting announcement 


regarding the interview will be made 
within a few days. 
Sir Stanley Harrington, who accom- 


panied Mr. Pelly, also referred to the 
Cork factory at the Development Associa- 
tion’s meeting, when he declared that 
unless the Free State Government could 
make some yery great concession to Mr. | 
Ford to induce him to manufacture not 
alone tractors, but to resume manufactur- 
ing motor cars, a calamity might come to 
pass. They ought not to Jet the matter 
die out, he said, and every effort should 
be made to induce the Ford Company to 
utilise the large works established in Cork. 
“Candidly speaking,” added Sir Stanley. 
“I do not think that the prospect is a 
very hopeful one.” 


OFFICIALS’ BONUS. 


The members of the Cork County Agri- 
cultural Committee yesterday adopted a 
resolution proposed by Mr. Brooke Brazier, 
and seconded by Mr. E. J. Cussen, advo- 
cating the abolition of the bonus paid to 
officials on the ground that the present 
financial position of agriculture, the 
principal industry of the State, warranted 
that relief as being essential to progress. 
Mr. Cussen said that, while there was 
some justification for the payment of a 
bonus on salaries rated at. pre-war 
standards, the principle was entirely 
wrong. The high cost of living, he con 
tended, was altogether due to the high cost 
of taxation, of rating and everything that 
went to the production of what was 
required. They should address themselves 
to the reduction of the cost of production 
before reducing salaries and bonus. 

A motion even more drastic in its pur- 
port was put forward by Mr. J. Corry, 
T.D. (Fianna Fail), whose opinion it Is 
that no official in receipt of a salary and 
bonus should be allowed travelling ex-

question of salaries, bonus, and expenses 
of all their officials be referred to the 
Finance Committee for revision. 

“ For the purpose of a discussion,’’ Mr. 
T. Mullins, T.D., seconded this suggestion, 
which was defeated, but said that the 
better way would be for the Committee to 
be unanimous in some resolution which 
would point out the difficulties under 
which the country was labouring at the 
moment. He demanded, in the interests 
of the taxpayer, that a revision of the 
whole question be undertaken immediately, 
and, if the bonus were found to be a 
burden which the country could not bear, 
that no drastic action should be taken 
until the salaries were revised. The 
salaries of some officials, he said, were 
too high, but in other cases did not 
constitute a living wage. 


LIBRARY ON WHEELS. 


Upwards of eleven thousand readers 
resident over a large area—many of them 
living over eighty miles from the city—are 
catered for under the Cork County 
Library scheme, and, even with the use of 
a catalogue, it has frequently been found 
impossible to supply the demand, as the 
total stock of books was issued to local 
librarians for periods of three months. 
The selection had, therefore, to be made 
at headquarters, but this has proved un- 
satisfactory, as the staff could not hope to 
meet the particular tastes of the various 
districts of the county. 

A new system has been evolved for 
speeding up distribution by the provision 
of a library on wheels—a _ specially 
designed motor van, which, by an 
ingenious shelving arrangement, will 
carry from 1.509 to 2.000 books. In this 
manner librarians will be enabled to 
make their own selections from the book- 
shelves, and both they and the readers 
will be placed in the way of seeing and 
obtaining books for which they might not 
otherwise have applied. 

One interesting feature of this er 
ment of the library scheme is that, while 
generally it is the practice to make one- 
day journeys with a motor van, the new 
Cork van. being in itself a complete 
library, will tour for five and six days on 
end from centre to centre. 


CHILDREN S PLAYGROUNDS. 
Although but recently brought before 


the public, the scheme for the provision of 
suitable playgrounds for the children of 


Cork city and county is already well 
advanced. and it is gratifying to note that 
at the preliminary meeting, held under 
the auspices of thie Gaelic Athletic Asso- 
ciation daring the past week, two plots o! 
ground were granted for the purpose by 
Messrs. W. and H. M. Goulding, Ltd., 
and the Raphoe Church Body, whilst 


several other likely sites were suggested 


That the scheme was as necessary in 
the country as in the towns and villages, 
was the contention of Mr. J. Beckett, a 
national school teacher, who said 
that voluntarv aid was not sufhcient 
in the matter, which was one for the 
State. through the local authorities 
There was no school in the country, he 
declared. to which there should not be an 
acre of ground attached as a recreation 
ground for the children.

It was the 
“tail” which prevented the Englishmen 
winning the first’ match between the 
countries. 

It was a splendid achievement by the Irish- 
men. Not only that: with a little luck they 
would have won. Had the order of play been 
altered the result also. might have been 
different; but it is easy to be wise after the 
event. However, the result of the day's 
play was eminently satisfactory and most 
gratifying, and we have nothing whatever to 
find fault with—vrather the reverse. 

Perhaps, we did not expéct to do as well; 
but it was not the résult of the matches won 
or lost which mattered: it was the occasion 
itself. It was the first time England and 
Ireland had officially contested a golf match, 
and the contest thus marked a notable 
advance in the work which the Irish dele- 
zates to the Joint Advisory Committee of the 
aice laid themselves out to accomplish 
when, as the representatives of the oldest of 
the four Unions, they undertook the task of 
organising an International tournament 
between teams representing the four Umons. 
There may be other und, perhaps, from*the 
viewpoint of the four Unions, more setious 
problems, in the solution of which the Irish 
delegates will take their full ghare (there 
probably will in the not distant future); but 
the judgment of the golfers of Ireland to-day 
will be that a more profitable day’s work for 
Irish golf was. never performed by the 
EU. Union of Ireland than the a, ma 


tion of this match. We can afiord to plume 
ourselves on the result of the contest. 

Our players as a team excelled themselves, 
but, as remarked, it was not so much the 
totals as the importance of the occasion 
which troubled those. who had been respon- 
sible for the bringing of the two teams 
together—the representatives of the two 
Unions.. ‘The bond of nmón between, the four 
Unions has now been securely welded, and 
that must be a most excellent thing for golf 
throughout the four countries, and, may we 
add, for Irish golf in particular. Other im- 
portant events are in the offing, but this 
match is the biggest thing which we have 
had in Irish, golf since the foundation of the 
G.U.L—oth& Internationals and champion- 
ships al] in. Its effects on [rsh golf will not 
he realised to-day, to-morrow or next year, 
but they will be far-reaching before many of 
those who played in Saturday's match are 
much older. 

More than one of the Irish team failed, 

but no one expected that each of the ten 
would succeed. There were some of us who 
were rather pessimistic when the names of 
the team were announced ; but the side played 
uncommonly well as a whole. 
_ If there was one feature it was the manner 
In which the players at the bottom rose to 
the occasion, both in the foursomes and in 
the singles, which followed them. We ended 
up all square in the two-ball ‘matches at two 
each and one half; but with eight of the 
singles played England held a lead of two 
matches on the day. Then, however, A. 
Allison had a fine victory over E. R. Tipple 
by three and two; and Captain West, after 
a capital start, in which he won several holes 
running, finished off N. W. Dunne on the 
fourteenth green, despite the fact that he 
slackened when well in the lead—a dangerous 
thing to do in a golf match. 

The young North of Ireland golfers added 
greatly to their reputations. In the four- 
somes Roy McConnell and Allison dove- 
tailed splendidly against the two Robinsons, 
but the match was not won until Allison 
had holed a great putt on the home green 
from about ten yards. The holing of that 
putt made all the difference in the result of 
the day's play. Had the Royal Portrush 
player failed, as things turned out, Ireland 
would have lost. Several of the margins in 
favorr of the Englishmen were most decisive. 
but there was nothing so bad in that respect 
as the overthrow of Dr. MacCormack, who 
was beaten by W. L. Hartley by 7 and 6, 
one of the severest reverses which the Her- 
mitage player has suffered in any mateh, It 
was not that he was playing badly throtgh 
the green; on the contrary, he suddenly 
broke down in his putting, arid, ag a rule, 
could not get down in less than three from 
any range.

NEW FREE STATE ORDER. 


The following order has been made by the 
Department of Agriculture of the Irish Free 
State :— 

With a view to preventing the risk of the 
introduction of animal disease into the Irish 
Free State through the medium of animals 
carried as ‘‘ ships’ stores,” the Department 
of Agriculture of the Irish Free State have, 
on the 3rd September, 1928, made an Order 
entitled “ The Foreign Animals (Irish Free 
State) Order, of 1928.” 

The effect of the Order, which will come 
into operation on the Ist October, 1928, is to 

rohibit the bringing into a port in the Irish 
‘ree State of any cattle, sheep, goats, other 
ruminating animals or swine from a port in 
any country other than Australia, ada, 
the Channel Islands, the Faroe Islands, Great 
Britain. Iceland, the Irish Free State, the 
Isle of Man, New Zealand, Northern Ireland. 
the: Union of South Africa and the United 
States of America, or from a port in any 
of the countries mentioned if the animal since 
it was taken on board at any such port sub- 
sequently entered a port in a country other 
than. any of the countries mentioned. 
Subject to certain conditions as to inspec- 
tion, isolation and disinfection the foregoing 
prohibtion will not apply in the case of a 
vessel, not bound to a port in the Irish Free 
State, but which comes into such port under 
stress of weather or for repairs or for any 
purpose other than delivery or shipment of

£5,457,526, according to a preliminary 
report issued by the Statistics Depart- 
ment of the Ministry for Industry and 
Commerce. —

The quantities of partly-cured bacon 
and hams purchased from curers by 
wholesale merchants in an unsmoked state 
and subsequently smoked by them before 
sale to retailers are not included in the 
above figures. The figures for fresh pork 
and for sausages refer only to the output 
of bacon-curing establishments. Pork 
butchers and other retail shopkeepers 
who make sausages or cured pork by 
pickling for sale in their own retail trade 
were not required to furnish returns. 

In making the 1926 output there were 
used 657,794 pigs at an approximate dead 
weight of 46,606 tons, and 4,269 tons of 
salt. 

The cost of the sausage and other 
ingredients used was £22,326, and £5,461 
was spent on saltpetre. Cost of fuel, etc., 
amounted to £34,451, and the cost of 
purchased casks, cases, canvas, etc., was 
£63,303. The total cost of production was 
£5,008,015, which, deducted from the 
gross output £5,457,326, leaves the '' net 
output’ £449,411. 

SALARIES AND WAGES.

There were 1,857 persons engaged in 
these twenty-four firms on the 16th 
October, 1926. Of these 18 were pro- 
prietors working in the business, and 
280 administrative, clerical and technical 


staff. 

W age-earners—i.¢., industrial workers, 
storekeepers, packers, carters, etc., 
numbered 1,559, of whom 427 were 


females. There were only 24 persons 
under 18 years of age engaged in the 
work, of whom four were females. 

Twenty-one of the establishments, 
employing a total of 1,760 persons, were 
working continuously during the whole 
year, but three of these reported that they 
worked periods of short-time during the 
year—two employing 81 pe were work- 
ing 280 days, and one firm employing 16 
persons worked only 196 days The normal 
hours per week for wage-earners in the 
case of twenty firms were 48 hours, for 
three firms 47 heurs, and for one firm 32 
hours. 

Nine of these establishments employed 
less than 50 hands each, six firms employed 
more than fifty, but less than a hundred, 
each; and nine firms employed more than 
a hundred hands each.

gation’s thanksgiving for the renovation of 
the church, and proceeded to speak of the 
three great things for which Christians ought 
to give thanks—their creation, preservation 
and redemption. 


At the Evening Service the sermon was 
reached by the Vicar, the Rev. D. F. 
Killingley, .D. 


Whitechurch Parish was reconstituted in 
1824, and removed from the union with Tal- 
laght and some additions made to it. It was 
known then as New Whitechurch. At first 
the services were held in Newbrook Paper 
Mills, lent by Mr. C. Taylor, the first owner 
of the mills. As soon as the schoolhouse was 
built, services were held there until the 
church was completed and opened for service 
in 1828. 

The chancel was added in 1868, and the 
vestry in 1876. The plan of the church and 
the general style of architecture are the same 
as those of several other churches of about 
the same date—Kilternan, Rathmines (which 
since has been enlarged), and the Black 
Church, near the Broadstone Station. The 
land on which the church stands was given 
by John David La Touche, of Marlay, whose 
grave is in the churchyard.

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IreJand and Europe. 


The report of Mr. Arthur Collins, the 
English expert, on municipal conditions 
ig Belfast is severe and salutary. Northern 
Ireland prides herself on a large and 
imperial outlook, but Mr. Collins finds 
that such an outlook has been lamentably 
absent from the administration of 
Belfast's affairs. The city has been 
governed rather as a village than as the 
capital of a State, and has been the 
prey petty influences, fears and 
jealousies. Committees have usurped the 
tasks of officials ; councillors have inter- 
féred unduly in the appointment of staffs, 
and thus the services of officials have been 
impaired or misdirected by their ever- 
present sense of insecurity. Mr. Collins 
proposes a drastic policy of reform. His 
reconstitution, which we describe else- 
where, is designed to produce efficiency, 
economy and honesty in all branches 
of government. If Mr. 
Collins has his way, patronage will 
‘be abolished, -a general purposes com. 
mittee will co-ordinate municipal 
action, the finance department will 
be simplified, old and incompetent 
officials will be removed, and large 
sums will be saved on street-cleansing 
and other services: - He recommends 
also an extension of the city boundary 
and the adoption of a _ town-planning 
-scheme. As the Lord Mayor and the 
special committee, at whose instance the 
report was made, have endorsed his chief 
recommendations, may believe that 
Belfast’s public opinion will demand im- 
mediate action. 

To-day, by an interesting coincidence, 
the, Free State; too, acknowledges the need 
and worth of external kelp. When the 
Free State Government gave the contract 
for the Shannon Scheme to a German firm 
we criticised, not the fact, but the 
character, of this appeal to externa! skill 
and resources. We held, and still hold, that 
the contract for the Shannon Scheme 
ought to have gone to the Free State s best 
customer. There seems to be no doubt, 
however, that the German firm has given 
the Free State excellent value for aer 
money, and that the works which are sá 
ing: completion will be not only a boon to 
théir purchasers, but a credit to their 
constructors. We find ourselves in full 
agreement with Mr. McGilligan’s views on 
the uses and Jimitations of external aid in 
the building of a new State. In his speech, 
last Saturday, at Ardnacrusha, he 
announced the impending departure of the 
German -engineers. They had come to 
Ireland temporarily, for Ireland’s use and 
advantage. Their help was needed because 
‘the Free State was backward in certain 
matters; but this was only a passing 
phase, and, as Irish brains and skill were 
developed, they would take gradual, and 
finally complete, control’ of all national 
enterprises. Mr. McGilligan’s policy is 
both patriotic and-economically sound. We 
agree also, most heartily, with his opinion 
that young Irishmen who are in training 
as’ nation-builders ought to learn every- | 
thing that other countries can teach them. | 
“Tt was necessary,” he said at Ardna- 
crusha, “that the young men should be 
sent out of their country to get experience, 
and then should come back to work as 
hard for the benefit of their own country | 
as they would work abroad.”’ | 

Unfortunately, there is to-day at least 
one serious flaw in the machinery. of 
national development. For the Free: 
‘State’s young men—enginee doctors, 
agricultural chemists and worke in other. 
fields of scientéfic research—intercourse: 
with foreign countries grows increasingly, 
difficult. Such a student can learn little 
or nothing in a foreign country unless he: 
_knows that country’s language. How can. 
‘an Irish youth learn “ all about electrical 
distribution ” in France or Germany if 
he cannot speak French or, German and 
cannot pursue.his subject in French or 
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curricula, and French is taught only in 
| forty-six schools for boys. At this year’s 
examination for the secondary school 
leaving certificate 529 boys competed; and 
only 69 of them were examined in French. 
. Moreover, 181 boys out, of 493 failed to 
pass in mathematics;- and an official 
report says that “ the dearth of candidates 
in the universities who take mathematics 
as a special subject for the degree shows 


of mathematical teachers for future 
“years.” Will future Shannon works be 
built by native engineers in a country 
that will have no mathematical teachers ? 
We hope that Mr. McGilligan will not 
find in this warning a veiled attack on 
the Irish language. We suggest, not that 
Irish shall be neglected, but only that: the 
}modern languages of the Continent of 
Europe shall not be neglected. Since 
their study in Irish schools is necessary 
to the success of Mr. McGilligan’s en- 
lightened policy, he will be well advised 
to take his colleague, the Minister for 
Education, into early counsel. 


Aviation in France. 


The French Cabinet—says the Paris 
Correspondent of the Observer—has 
decided to create an independent Ministry 
of Aviation. M. Bokanowski, who was 
killed last week in a flying accident, not 
only was Minister of Commerce, but held 
portfolios for Posts and Telegraphs and for 
Aviation—a congestion of responsibilities 
that resulted from the zeal for economy 
that was brought about by the financial 
crisis of 1926. During the last two years 
flying in France, as in all other progres- 
sive countries, has undergone wonderful 
developments. Many recent incidents, how- 
ever, have shown that efficiency has not 
kept pace with expansion. Indeed, 
French civil aviation has acquired a bad 
name, and many travellers have shown 
reluctance to fly by French air lines. 
Moreover, while the flying men of other 
nations have crossed the Atlantic from 
East to West and from West to East, and 
have performed prodigies of long-distance 
flight between Europe and the Orient, 
France has very few exploits of the sort 
whereof to boast. It is thought that French 
backwardness in aviation is due to lack of 
firm direction. Four flying services exist 
—military aviation, naval] aviation, 
colonial aviation and civil aviation—and 
these strive against one another for facili- 
ties and for material. There is no such 
thing in France, therefore, as a national 
system of aviation, drawing on the united 
resources of the country’s skill. Under 
the -new Ministry a system may be 
brought into being. The resources of the 
four existing services, presumably, will be 
pooled. Sterner tests will be imposed on 
pilots, and stricter regulations at the aero- 
dromes will check the reckless flying which 
leads to accidents and injures the fame “ol 
French air lines. Measures such as these, 
no doubt, will retrieve the prestige of 
French flight. England, for some years 
after the war, also was strangely back- 
ward. Reckléssness and a high proportion 
of accidents never marked British avia- 
tion ; but for some years Britain was out- 
distanced in her flying men’s achievements 
and in the development of air routes. 
Now, however, great imperial air lines 
have been opened up, and—as was seen in 
the recent mock attack on London—British 
flying men are second to none in skill and 
versatility. For the transformation of 
British flight an expedient true to the 
genius of English progress is partly re- 
sponsible. Imperial’ Airways—the company 
which last week, for the first time, de- 
clared a dividend—requires, indeed, a 
State subsidy; but it has performed its 
wonders of expansion by reliance on the 
British instinct for private enterprise. The 
splendid record of achievement that was. 
laid before the shareholders last week 
recalls the means by which the British 
naval service was developed. What Irake 
and Hawkins were to British pre-eminence 
on the seas; Imperial Airways is to British 
aerial fleets of the future. 


Tolstoy. . 


One hundred years ago yesterday Leo 
Tolstoy was born. No writer of modern 
times has exercised a more potent influence 
on the life of his generation than this 
Russian novelist, who was in revolt not 


his own unhappy country, but against all 
the hypocrisy of civilisation. Tolstoy was 
a reformer. He was born a few years 
after the death of Alexander I., whose 
Holy Alliance had proved to be such a 
fiasco. His childhood was spent among 
memories of the Decembrist risings in 
Russia, and during his youth he lived 


through the revolutionary days of 
Nicholas I. He was a Russian of the 
Russians. With the exception of one 


journey, in the course of which he visited 
Germany, France and England, he lived 
in Moscow or in his country estate near 
that city; for Tolstoy was an aristocrat. 
Like many other Russian revolutionaries, 
he protested vehemently against’ the 
privileges of his caste. He knew, better 
than most other men of his time, the 
hardships and injustices under which the 
unfortunate peasants suffered; and he 
strove, by example as well as by precept, 
to raise the people among whom he lived 
out of the state of semi-slavery in which 
they had toiled for generations. As a 
literary artist he had few equals. His two 
great novels, ““War and Peace” and 
“Anna Karénina,’”’ stand out as the most 
powerful works of their kind during the 
nineteenth century, and, his. genius for 
characterisation excels even that of “his 
brilliant fellow-countryman, Dostoiffesky. 
For all his literary talent, however, some- 
thing was lacking in Tolstoy. Between 
the artist and the man a great gulf is 
fixed; for, if the truth be told, during 
the last years of his life he fell a victim 
to one of the vices which he pilloried so 
strongly in his books. Tolstoy in his hair- 
shirt was a poscur. He played. to the: 
gallery, and in the perspective of a 
quarter of a century he is seen 'as a 
foolish, rather than as a sympathetic, 
figure. Yet his work remains. Nothing) 
‘can rob those books of their splendour ; ! 
and.in the Russia of the future, freed 
from the horrible nightmare. of Soviet 
rule, Leo Tolstoy will be honoured less as 
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Last month some curious discoveries 
were made at Skara Brae, in the Orkney 
Islands. Excavations under a stone 
chamber brought. to light skeletons, 
doubled up in a slab-stone kist. The 
chamber is but one of a clustered series. 
The discoverer believes that the skeletons 
represent a foundation sacrifice, laid at 
that site before the construction of a stone 
village. A writer in the Daily Telegraph, 
who is familiar with stone monuments of 
pre-historic times in. Brittany and ‘the 
British Isles, opposes this theory. He 
suggests that the many stone chambers 
that are taken to be the remains of an 
ancient subterranean village really are 
parts ‘of what. once was a single monu- 
ment—that they are, in fact, the remnants 
of an ancient burial mound, whereof time 
has demolished the superstructure. 
Whether these mysterious chambers. were 
built as dwelling places for the living or 
as burial places for the dead is not the 
only problem that they pose. They belong 
to the bronze age, but on the walls there 
are inscriptions by Norwegians of the 
twelfth century. ‘‘ Hermund Hardaxe 
carved these runes ” is scratched by an 
iron tool, and another inscription tells 
that the chamber was regarded as the 
sorcery. hall of Reinar Logbrod, the fabled 
inventor of the folk-moot. Silver ingots, 
brooches and ‘coins minted in the ninth 
and twelfth centuries at Bagdad and 
Samarkand have been found in a buried 
hoard in the same neighbourhood. Once 
again the mind of the twentieth century is 
surprised by evidence of intercourse 
between remote parts of the earth in 
ancient times. Chinese seals and German 
swords found in sites of ancient Irish 
habitation are other pieces of evidence 
which show that even a thousand years ago 
the world: was already small. 
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THE LATE DR. -EUGENE 
STOCK. 
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HISTORIAN OF CHURCH 


MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


The Church of England, says TÁe Times, 
has lost one oí the best known and most 
efficient of its laymen in: the: person of Dr. 
Eugene Stock, for many years editorial 
secretary of ‘the Church Misstonary Society, 
who died at Bournemouth last Friday night 
at the age of 92. He owed nothing to fortune 
and little to his early education, which was 
conducted privately, but by force of character 
and by persistent - self-culture he came to 
oceupy a position in the ‘counsels oí the 
Church to which he was always equal, and he 
brought to the extension of Church work at 
home and abroad ‘gifts which, if used to the 
same extent, would have made for him a 
successful position in commerce or public life. 

In fact, Stock, who was born on’ February 
26, 1836, was engaged in commercial business 
during his early years. - But, as he lived in 
the rural deanery of Islington, where Daniel 
Wilson. was then and for many years after- 
v.irds. vicar’ of the. parish church, he was 
drawn within the Evangelical influences of 
the locality. 

As an Islington Churchman he became in- 
terested at an early stage in the local branch 
of the Church Missionary Society, by which 
something over £5,000 a year is raised for the 
society's funds. Of this branch he became 
honorary secretary in 1874, seeing it through 
its jubilee celebration in ‘1878, when it made 
a special contribution of £1,000 to the C.M.S. 
His actual connection with headquarters at 
Salisbury square began in 1873, when he was 
appointed, no doubt on the strength of. his 
similar services tothe Sunday School Institute, 
editor of C.M.S. publications. Up to 1871 
the post had been filled by the Rev. Joseph 
Ridgeway, father of Sir West Ridgeway and 
of’ the late Bishops F. E. and C. J. 
Ridgeway. After him some etticient help was 
rendered by the Rev. G. Knox, father of 
Bishop E. A. Knox, late of Manchester. 
In 1875 the Rev. Henry Wright brought in 
Mr. Eugene Stock as editorial secretary, an 
oince which he continued to hold, to the great 
advantage of the society, till 1902. He at 
once produced in a revised’ form. the well- 
known Church Missionary Gleaner, which 
ultimately under his direction attained to a 
circulation of over 80,000 copies a month. He 
also altered: to some extent the character of 
the Intelligencer, a; publication, of a more 
‘ltd character, which came. to have a circula- 
tion of 6,000 to 7,000. monthly. 

HIS GRASP OF HISTORY. 

Stock’s connection “with: and oversight of 
the society’s literature soon gave to a man 
of his acquisitive. mind: a unique grasp : f 
its history and principles. .-As a ‘‘ diocesan 
reader, one of the first to be so set apart, 
he preached in churches of.various views and 
practices. As an original member of the 
Canterbury House of Laymen he took a useful 
share in debates on general ecclesiastical ques 
tions. He lived to be a: member of the 
National Church Assembly, and spoke a few 
words to it in the 87th year of hie age. All 
this tended to make him soméwhat ‘** suspect’’ 
to the ‘‘irreconcilables,’’ who liked a. secre- 
tary ‘to live and move for the society only, 
and to expound their view oí the society $ 
doctrinal position “ and none other or other- 
wiee.” But the great. majority of C.M.S. folk 
respected his hberty and admired his use of 
it, and none rejoiced’ more than he to see 
such efforts towards the interaction of 
missionary societies. take shape in the great 
Pan-Anglican conference of 1908. 

But the work which will preserve the name 
of Dr. Eugene Stock alive in future days is 
his monumental history of the C.M.S. written 
at the time of its -centenary.: Published in 
three volumes in 1899, and.a fourth in “i916, 
it is mach more thar an interesting record of 
the society's activities in its various fields. | 
H gives also a general view, by a diligent ' 
reader of the past and a competent observer. 
of what went on before his eyes, of the: 
ecclesiastical history .of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. It deals alike with the men who helped 
the work and those who tried to hinder it. , 
All his life the writer was a than who tried | 
to look carefully at both sides of every. ques- | 
tion, whether of churchmanship ‘or politics, } 
and his great history is thus as remarkable : 
for the balanced fairness of its judgments as : 
it is for the comprehensiveness of its record. |

HOLIDAY SEASON CONTINUES, 
b9 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 


Scnpay Ntecur. 


London's holiday-making season is not 
yet over; for, at the great railway 
termini yesterday, there were huge queues 
of people waiting for conveyance to the 
seaside. In‘several cases the trains had to 
be run in three parts. The past week has 
been an exceptionally busy one for the 
railways, and all through it there has been 


more passengers being carried by thie day 
excursions trains than at any other time 
during the season. It seems, however, 
that while more people are travelling cn 
te railways the revenue is lower, because 
those people, once content to pay tne 
higher fares, now préfér the lower, so that 
an increase in revenue cannot be expected 
until a great many more passengers take 
to travelling by the cheaper tickets. The 
week-and habit is steadily growing in 
favour, and in the course of last year no 
fewer than twenty million 
tickets were issted. 


Tiondon since the héat wave in July. - At

Exchequer Windfalls. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer, who is 
said to be taking a little holiday abroad, 
will return to find the Exchequer in much 
better condition than he expected ; for the 
falling in recently of some large estates 
has made a great addition to the death 
duties. Only last week an almost un- 
known banker left a large fortune, which 
will mean several hundred thousands of 
pounds as a capital levy, while in the 
offing is the twenty million pound fortune 
of Sir David Yule, a large portion of which 
is held in India. The heirs of Sir David 
Yule are leaving a decision as to the 
country in which the fortune shall be 
taxed to arbitration, with the approval of 
the authorities: but it is expected that a 
great portion will have to pay taxation in 
London. In such an event. Mr. Churchill 
will gain millions for the Exchequer. 


Liberals and Temperance. 


Rumour says that when Mr. Lord 
George enunciates his programme for the 
general election it will be found to contain 
a notable temperance advance, and that 
this will form one of the main planks of 
the Liberal Party platform. It is under- 
stood that some of his leading supporters 
have been engaged for some montii< in 
making investigations into the different 
aspects of the temperance question, with 
the possible result that there will be a 
great attack on public-houses and clubs, 
more particularly the night club. This 
addition to the party programme has not 
been definitely agreed upon yet, but it is 
fully expected that it will be adopted by 
the party conference next month. 


Road Transport. 


No ‘decision has been reached yet as to 
whether che Road Traffic Bill. which has 


‘been occupying the Ministry of Transport 


for some time, will figure in the Govern- 
ment’s programme for next session. There 
is a necessity that legislation shall be 
reduced as much as possible, but there 
is also an increasing call for an ameni- 
ment of the law relating to motor vehicles 
and driving offences. A_ preliminary 
draft of the proposed bill bas been 
circulated to local authorities, and the 
opinions expressed upon it are now 
being considered. The chief reason for 
the delay in bringing the measure forward 
has been the divergence of view regarding 
thie speed limit, but it is believed that 
most of the municipal bodies are noW in 
favour of the abolition of the limit except 
for heavy vehicles. This was provided for 
in the original draft, which contained 
alternative proposals for and against the 
retention of the limit. 


Telegraphic Methods. 


It has been known for some little tine 
that a mission from the British Post 
Office was to pay a visit to the United 
States with a view to the investigation of 
the telegraph and telephone organisation 
in that country. The party which set 
forth yesterday includes Mr. J. Stuart 
Jones, Controller of the Central Telegraph 
Office, and four other officials. The. visit 
to the United States will occupy some 
weeks, and, while the members of the 
party do not expect to see much that is 
new in telegraphic &pparatus, they hope 
to.make a study of the many technical 
improvements.in use. It is said that the 
mission has not been, despatched as a 
result of the Hardman Lever report on the 
working of the Post Office, but was 
issued its recommendations. Visits to 
other countries will probably follow when 
the party returns from America. 


Irish Masonic Beginnings. 


The Freemason this week mentions a 
most interesting historical record of Lodge 
Two, Dublin, 1727-1927. From this it 
appears that Lodge Two can claim to have 
been in existence in June, 1725, when, on 
St. John’s Day, Richard,, first Earl of 
Rosse, was elected Grand Master, and was 
escorted by six Lodges of gentlemen Free- 
masons to the King’s Inng of Dublin for 
the purpose of installing him in the chair 
of the then newly-constituted Gran 
Lodge of Ireland. Two years later 
warrants were issued by the Grand Lodge. 
and, for reasons which are not altogether 
clear, new warrants were again issued in 
1732. Lodge Two has the warrant date‘ 
24th October, 1732, issued by Viscount 
Nettirvill, Grand Master of all the 
Lodges of Freemasons in the Kingdom 0! 
Ireland; Viscount Kingsland, Deputy 
Grand Master; James Brenan, M.D.,.an¢ 
Robert Nugent, Esquires, Grand Wardens. 
This 1732 warrant, which is reproduce? 
in the historical record, makes no mention 
of the Lodge having existed prior to its 
date. It is marked No. 2, but this mark- 
ing was subsequent, as the Grand Lodge 
of Ireland does not, appear to have 
adopted numerical progedure until some 
' years later. 


A Confectionery Exhibition. 


The Confectioners’, Bakers’ and Allied 
Traders’ Exhibition, which opened at 
Olympia yesterday, is not remarkable for 
Irish interests, the only point in this 
connection being a stand reserved by the 
Master Bakers” Association of Ireland for 
the exhibition of-a fine silver trophy. A 
few Irish bakers are entering the bread 
and cake-makimy competitions, but these 
will not be decided for a few days. The 
exhibition is the last word in lusciousness. 
Pastries, sweets and ‘delicacies in profu- 
sion, and dainty enough to tempt. anv- 
body, are shown on hundreds of stalls. 


A Threat to Potatoes. 


Tn several districts of Lancashire the 
potato crop is. being seriously threatened 
by the presence of a worm resembling the 
‘eel worm, which, in the past, Has wrought 
much damage to beet. | is description of 
worm has not hitherto taken to the 
potato, and botanical experts are losing 
no time in investigating an the spot the 
measures necessary to theck the spread of 
the ‘ pest.

The flight of the balloon. was. part of 
the programme arranged in connection 
with a carhival in the grounds of Rugby 
‘Hospital. 

Mr. Spencer had been in the air only a 
few minutes when: the’ balloon suddenly 
dropped on to the boarding house in 
Hillmorton road, occupied by the Rev. 
J. M. Hardwich, an assistant master at, 
School. Hundreds of people 
rushed to the spot and found that Mr. 
Spencér had gained a foothold on the roof 
and was holding on until help should 


The balloon, after carrying away a 
weather vane, had come up against a 
chimney pot. Mechanics and police 
obtained ladders, and Mr. Spencer 
descended unharmed to the ground. 

Captain Spencer then climbed on to the 
roof and began the work of clearing the 
entangled *envelope. He released the 
rings of the balloon, and then, holding on 
to the chimney pot, he stood upright to 
complete the operation. Meanwhile, the 
‘gas wasfescaping from the envelope of the 
balloon:’and it is believed that this over- 
came Captain Spencer, for. suddenly he 
‘was seen to slip and rol] down the roof 
with outstretched arms. Ambulance men 
rushed forward, but they were unable. to 
catch him. They succeeded in slightly 
bréaking the fall; but Captain Spencer, 
landing on his head, was 
instantaneously. 


REMARKABLE CAREER. 
Captain’ Spencer, who was about fifty. 
years of age, was one of six brothers whose 
father, Mr. C. F. Spencer, founded: the 
firm 'of Spencer Brothers. Recently with 
‘his son and his daughter Ena, he has 
made balloon ascents and parachute drops 
at fétes all over the country. He pro- 
bably has. made more parachute descents 
than any other man in the country. 3 

One ‘of the pioneer pilots of the air, 
he was for some time associated with Com- 
mander Maitland, who’ lost’ his life in the 
airship R34. At the outbreak of war he 
joined the Air Ministry Staff, and was 
in charge of the fabric production for the 
construction’ of . small airships, which 
were used to harass enemy submarines. 
He took. part in one of the first long- 
distance airship flights in England from 
Hanley, Staffordshire, to the north coast 
of Wales. and he flew twice in Gordon- 
Bennett Cup races. 

In 1922, piloting a balloon belonging to 
Mr. Ernest Allen, he gained second place 
in: the race, the best performance on 
record by an Englishman, descending on 
the extreme edge of the Welsh coast. In 
1926 he flew The Banshee, belonging to 
Mrs. Dunville, being forced to descend by 
a bad storm.

‘An Irish. Times representative was 
shown specimens of the new notes, and 
their design was explained, to him by Mr, 
Joseph Brennan, Chairman of the Cur- 
rency Commission, The 10s. note is 
orange in colour, or, rather, orange 15 
the hainei tone in the colour scheme. 
The £1 note is green and the £5. 
brownish—fading from an almost furnace 
gold to a faint yellow across the face of 
the paper. ' 

The outstanding feature of the face of 
each note is a portait head of an 
emblematic female figure, engraved from 
a painting specially done for the currency 
notes by Sir John Lavery, R.A. 
portrait is shown in a, medallion frame, 
with a suggestion of Killarney scenery as 
the background. The letterpress is 
artistically printed in Irish and English, 
and the general effect on the eye is that, 
of brightness and clearness. 


SCULPTURED HEADS. 

While the front of the three notes is 
of the same design, the backs are entirely 
different. The dominating idea was to 
reproduce one of the sculptured heads 
used in the ornamentation of the Dublin 
Custom House, which were intended by 
Smith, the architect, to symbolise the 
principal Irish rivers. The head on the 
back of the 10s. note is the Blackwater 
River, that on the £5 the Lagan, and 
that on the £1 is one of the several heads 
on the Custom House, whose identifica- 
tion with any particular river has been 
lost. Those heads are enclosed in an 
ornamental bordering largely Celtic in 
character. 

The ‘‘ water-mark ” of the notes is the 
well-known Erin head modelled by. the 
Dublin sculptor, Hogan, which’ is to be 
seen in the National Museum. In every 
stage of the planning of the designs for. 
the notes the Commission were advised by 
an informal committee consisting of Mr.

LEGAL TENDER. 

From this morning British notes of the 
10s., £1 and £5 denominations will cease 
to be legal tender in the Free State, but 
in practice, it is expected, they will be in 
general use until they are all gradually 
withdrawn from _ circulation. Should 
there be any difficulty in their negotiation 
through the ordinary channels, the 
British notes will be changed at their full 
face value at the new offices of the 
Currency Commission in Foster place. It 
must be understood that there is no pro- 
hibition of the use of the British notes; 
but, theoretically, they are not legal 
tender, and anyone may refuse to accept 
them. 

Outside the Free State the Irish notes 
will be chenged by the Bank of England, 
the London agents of the Commission. A 
person can present those notes at any of 
the branches of the bank and demand. the 
face value in sterling in exchange. 
Except in the Bank of England, the notes 
will not be- legal tender in Great Britain 
or Northern Ireland; but, in practice, 
they will probably be accepted at a dis- 
count, just as Irish bank notes have been 
negotiable in the past.

REMARKABLE SCENES AT 
SYDNEY. 


From Revuter’s. CoRRESPONDENT. 
SYDNEY, Sunday. 

The greatest day of the Eucharistic 
Congress was ushered in with midnight 
Masses all over the country. At six o'clock 
and at eight o'clock four thousand 
members of men’s sodalities and friendly 
societies reeeived Communion at St. Mary’s 
Cathedral. At ten o’clock Cardinal Cerretti 
celebrated Pontifical High Mass at 
St. Patrick's College, Manly, while at 
Adelaide Archbishop Spence  simul- 
taneously celebrated High Mass at 
St. Mary's. Vast crowds attended’ both 
ceremonies, and it is estimated that 50,000 
people listened to the amplified Service, 
which was relayed from St. Mary’s to 
loud-speakers in Hyde Park, and in the 
streets, extending to the heart .f the city. 
The weather was perfect, with genial] sun- 
shine and a light, variable breeze. 

At one o'clock Cardinal Cerretti, carry- 
ing the monstrance containing the Host, 
accompanied by a brilliant gathering of 
Chamberlains, proceeded to Manly Wharf, 
where a gilded and specially decorated 
steamer was waiting. Huge crosses and a 
magnificent altar had been erected on the 
ship. A party of Australian V.C.’s carried 
a canopy of exquisite workmanship, pro- 
fusely studded with jewels, above the

PROCESSION OF STEAMERS. 

At two o’clock the Papal steamer left 
the wharf, followed by a sister ship, carry- 
ing a thousand men in brilliant blue 
uniforms, who subsequently acted as a 
bodyguard to the procession through the 
streets. Afterwards came a flotilla of 
other steamers, with various delegations 
of foreign and local people attending the 
Congress. All the vessels flew the Papal 
colours. 

The procession of steamers first sailed 
to the harbour heads, where Cardinal 
Cerretti delivered Benediction on “the 
oceans of the world”; then the vessel

CHARLES DICKENS 
CONTROVERSY. 


NOVELIST’S SON AND 
“ EPHESIAN’S ” BOOK. 


In reply to the attack,on the character of 
Charles Dickens by “ Ephesian”’ (Mr. C._ 
Bechhofer Roberts) in his novel, “ This Side 
Idolatry,” Sir Henry Dickens, K.C., the 
famous noyelist’s son, who is Common 
Serjeant of London, yesterday made the fol- 
lowing statement to the Press Association :— 

“I have been pressed to say something on 
the subject of the grotesque libel on my 
father’s life and character contained in a 
book just published. At first I thought of 
answering it scriatim, but, having read as 
much of it as was necessary, Í have come to 
the conclusion that the book is so” utterly 
unworthy of the slightest consideration and 
such a gross travesty of the man as he was 
known to the world that I must arí. v 
serve the author's purpose by adding to 1 
publicity. I only desire to add that if any- 
one had dared to publish a book like this 
fifty-eight years ago, when my father died, 
hundreds of peovle would have arisen to give 
it the lie. Unhappily, most of the people 
who knew him well; and who would have 
been in a position to speak as to his 
character are dead, and their evidence is 1 ot 
forthcoming. Luckily, however, having re- 
gard to the nature of this book, such evidence 
is not in the least needed.’ 

MR. ROBERTS’S COMMENT. 

Mr. Roberts, when seen by a Press Associa- 
tion representative, said :—‘‘I regret, but am 
not surprised, that Sir. Henry Dickens has 
abandoned his announced intention of answer- 
ing mv novel, “This Side Idolatrv.”’ I 
have already rebutted every specific charge of 
inaccuracy brought: against me in each cose 
by quoting Charles Dickens’s own words, and 
I shall continue to do so. So long as the 
Dickens family refuse permission for the pub- 
lication of important materials about. his life, 
no authentic biography can be written. ex- 
cept in the form’ chosen by myself, of the 
historical novel. When ‘these materials rre 


—my interpretation of Charles Dickens’s :eal 
life and character will be shown fo be correct. 
Meanwhile I would ask those who accuse me 
of an error of taste in writing a novel about 
neople who’ ate dead, and events which 


compare this legitimate use of the historical 
novel with the manner in which Charles 
Dickens himself caricatured Leigh Hunt ss 
Horace Skimpole. his father as Mr. Micawber, 
his mother as Mrs. Nickleby, Maria Bread- 
nell as Flora Finching, and others during 
their lifetime.”’

SWEEPING REFORMS 
RECOMMENDED. 


The long-awaited report of Mr. Arthur 

Collins, the London expert on municipal 
matters, on the administration of the 
Belfast Corporation, was distributed to 
the Belfast City Councillors last Satur- 
day. It has been under the consideration 
of the Lord Mayor and a specia) com- 
mittee for some weeks; and great precau- 
tions were taken to prevent its premature 
publication. It is now accompanied by a 
considered review by the Lord Mayor's 
Committee, who, in the main, approve of 
Mr. Collins's report and recommends 
tions. : 
The report itself is a comprehensive 
document of about 140 pages, and con- 
tains many severe criticisms of Corpora- 
tion methods. The case for reform, : Mr. 
Collins finds, is abundantly made out. 


ON VILLAGE LINES. 


Belfast, he says, is administering the 
city on lines suitable only for a villaye. 
He condemns the unnecessary interference 
by members of the Corporation with 
officials in the discharge of their duties, 
declaring that, in some cases, men have 
been engaged who, in the opinion of. the 
officials, are unnecessary. 

He criticises the qualifications of the 
deputy heads of departments, saying that 
the position is like that of a big ship, 
where only the captain holds a master’s 
certificate. There is lack of co-operation 
and co-ordination between the different 
departments; there are clerks doing work 
which would be better done by machines, 
and a higher standard of education is 
required in the ranks of employés of the 
Corporation. 

He thinks that the work of the Street 
Cleansing Department, with the introduc- 
tion of up-to-date machinery and officials, 
would be better done at a cost £25,000 
per annum less than the sum that is now 
being paid. ! 


A CITY MANAGER. 


The administration of the city by Com- 
missioners is, he says, outside his terms 
of reference ; but, as regards the appoiiit- 
ment of a City Manager, he makes the 
following remarks :-— i 

Citizens had represented to him the 
benefits of the appointment of a City 
Manager. If an entirely. new city were 
being built up, this might be more desir- 
able. It might be an improvement upon 
existing conditions, while yet not rising 
to the general level of efficiency in some 
of the best administéred cities operating 
without a City Manager. 

The size of the Corporation as a busi- 
ness concern was not often appreciated, or 
even understood, by the citizens. A City 
Manager with adequate experience and 
ability would probably require from 
£5,000 to £10,000 a year. He regarded 
the value of such an appointment as 
somewhat speculative. — 


THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Mr. Collins’s proposals for reforming 
the Council are summarised as follows :— 

That the Council should revise its con- 
ceptions of its functions and its procedure 
so as to serve as a deliberative body for 
the settlement of policy, delegating its 
executive powers and administrative acts 
to committees. i 

That each committee should place wider 
administrative responsibility upon the 
chief executive officer of the Council and 
of each department. 

That in lieu of the system of election of 
aldermen by public ballot, such appoint- 
ments be’ made in future by the Council. 

That the system of ward representation 
on committees be abolished, and that 
smaller committees be set up to carry out 
the delegated powers. 

That the duties of the committees be 
rearranged to group together under one 
committee all services of a like kind, re- 
ducing the number of committees from 
twenty-one to fourteen. 

That the Council review its deputy or 
chief assistant posts with a view to obtain- 
ing the services of first-class deputies with 
professional and other qualifications and 
experience of responsibility elsewhere. 


| BETTER EDUCATED EMPLOYES. 


That encouragement be given to the 
staffs to obtain the appropriate profes- 
sional and technical qualifications, and 
that a higher standard of education be 
required of entrants to the Corporation 
service. 

That the engagement of ordinary work- 
men be supervised by one official, and that 
the staffing—officials and workmen—of 
each department be periodically’ reviewed 
by members of appropriate committee. 

That the fullest possible use be, made of 
mechanical devices for the elimination of 
routine clerical duties and artisan work 
performed by manual labour. 

That separate departmental buying of 
common supplies be eliminated and co- 
operative arrangements be substituted, 
co-ordinated by a committee—the General 
Purposes Committee—on which would be 
represented every committee of the 
Council. 

That repair work in al! departments as 
far as practicable be co-ordinated in one 
department under the direction of one 
official—say, the proposed estates depart- 
ment. 

That steps be taken by systematic in- 
quiry and standardisation to reduce 
surplus stocks and stores and to effect 
economy by periodical surveys of depart- 
mental stores’ requirements. 

That official action where it is necessary 
be initiated by a departmental head on his 
own responsibility .in consultation with 
the Town Clerk, such action where essen-

BAKERY EMPLOYES’ 
DISPUTE. 


DRIVERS AND YANMEN 
LEAVE WORK. 


The vanmen, motordrivers, stable and 
yardmen, members of the Irish Transport 
and General Workers’ Union, employed by 
the bakery trade in Dublin withdrew. their 
labour on Saturday night in accordance with 
a week's notice of dismissal which they had 
recerved the previous Saturday on refusing to 
accept a “cut” in their wages, which was 
accepted by those classes of workers who are 
members of the Bakers’, Confectioners’ and 
AJlied Workers’ Amalgamated Union. 

A largely attended meeting of the members 
of the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union was held in the Connolly Hall, Thomas 
street, yesterday, when the men, after hearing 
a report of the Sub-Committee of the Dublin 
Workers’ Council, decided that they could 
not accept the agreement arrived at between 
the Master Bakers’ and the Bakers’ Con- 
fectioners’ and Allied Workers’ Amalgamated 
T7nion. . Pickets will be posted at the various 
bakery establishments affected hy the dispute. 
_ The rumber of men affected in this dispute 
is about 170. Arrangements have‘heen made 
whereby the city hospitals and other chari- 
table institutions will receive a supply of 
bread. It is suggested in certain quarters 
that a way may be found out of the difficulty 
by the:re-opening of negotiations. 

_The Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
T níon: issued a statement, on Saturday, in 
which it said:—‘It is incorrect to say that 
1,000 or 1,200 bakery workers have agreed to 
the reductions in wages, as the only workers 
affected are vanmen, motormen. stablemen, 
and yardmen, and_the total number of these 
workers in the city is 560.

THE TRUE FACTS. 

An Irish Times representative, who made 
inquiries at the offices of the shipping com-

be any genuine cause for complaint. 
There is no delay or “‘stranding’’ until after 
the date their tickets expires, as is s ted. 

It is admitted, however, by the i 
companies and travellers to Liverpoo 
Glasgow that there is occasionally, in rush 
periods, difficulty in providing sleeping berth 
accommodation for everyone. It may. be that 
a few persons have preferred to wait until 
they could be assured of sleeping berths be- 
fore they travel back. 

The words attributed to the official of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway Com- 
ge are not those oí the Irish manager— Mr. 
McDowell—who is at present away from Ire- 
land on a holiday. . 

Mr. David Barry, general manager of the 
British and Irish Steam Packet Company, 
said when his attention was calle to 
the report :—‘‘I read the thing as it appeared 
in the paper, and it was so absurd that I 
made up my mind to ignore it, as I did 
other things of a similar kind. There is no 
shortage of steamer accommodation to cope 
with. the increased passenger traffic of late. 
There is a shortage of sleeping berth accom- 
modation on the Liverpool service, but we 
have been able to take all the passengers 
over, and no one has been held up in that 


respect. 
“WILD HUMBUG.” 

“The statement referred to is all wil 
humbug, and no one who knows credits it, 
and I take no notice of it. So far as the 
sleeping berth accommodation is concerned, 
that will all be rectified next summer, when 
we will have three big steamers and ample 
berths.’’ 

The assistant-manager of the Burns and 
Laird Line, in an interview, was equally 
emphatic in stating that there was no 
shortage of steamers tocarry their passengers.

MAKING FOR UNITY. 
MR. COSGRAVE ON 
SCHEME’S EFFECT ON 

BOUNDARY. 


In the evening the visitors. were the 
guests of the Electricity Supply Board at 
dinner in Cruise’s Hotel, Limerick. 

Responding to the toast of “The Irish 
Free State,” President Cosgrave said that, 
thinking over the means by which the 
interests of the country could be advanced 
and its success assured, he felt that in 
the long run it really came down to the 
man with the spade and the shovel; but 
a lot also depended on the brains and 
energy va on his work. The onus lay 
on them to utilise the best brains of the 
country for the common good of the 
country in that respect. They had 
problems to solve, and in their solution 
the best brains of the country would 
require to be utilised. | 

They had many problems that were not 
capable of solution within twenty-four 
hours—problems like that of the boundary 
especially, which would not, above all, be 
solved by talking about it day after day. 
Difficult problems of that kind might be 
more easily solved by a quiet, earnest 
attention to their work—the work of 
utilising their resources and opportunities 
for the development of industry. There 
were brains in every part of the country 
that would need to be utilised to ensure 
their advancement and prosperity. In 
this regard he believed that the success 
of the Shannon scheme would play. an 
“a Wit 44 part in the ultimate unity of 
Ireland. , 

THANKS TO GERMANS. 

“To-day,” he continued, “we had an 
opportunity of visiting what is probably 
the most gigantic work of its kind that 
has taken place in Europe in. modern 
times. The late Lord Northcliffe once 
referred to the waste of ‘white coal’ 
going on in this country. A young Irish 
engineer saw this waste and started on his 
efforts to arrest it. He met with many 
rebuffs and much opposition, but, he 
mobilised the resources of another country, 
and these, with his brains, have made a 
success of the great project which we saw 
to-day. 

"' We, in common with other people, have 
to thank the Germans who have come here 
and “made a success of the scheme, and we 
hg the business-like manner in which 
they approached and overcame the difficulties 
of that great work. We are not going to 
suffer the waste of the ‘white co:l' any 
longer. (Applause.) One of the essentials 
of progress is the elimination of waste and 
the mobilisation of energy, and for this the 
best brains of our people must be utilised.”’ 

He felt confident that the Irish people would 
avail themselves of every opportunity in every 
direction to use the energy which would be 
derived from the Shannon, and so make the 
country so successful that it would ensure 
for their people a living at home, and com- 
mand for the State the respect and esteem of 
nations. (Applause.) 

r. rave concluded by paying a tr.- 
bute to Dr. McLaughlin, “‘the father of the 
scheme,” to the German and Irish engineers, 
and all who had helped to make a success of 
the great undertaking. 

A FALLACY WIPED OUT. 

Mr. MoGilligan; Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, responding to the toast of “ The 
Shannon Power erne, remarked that 
there was pessimism about everything in 
Ireland, including the Shannon scheme.

DEATH OF A NOTED 
GERMAN AMBASSADOR 


MAN WHO REFUSED TO 
SIGN PEACE TREATY. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 
Count Brockdorff Rantzau, the German 
Ambassador to the Soviet Union. died 
suddenly yesterday 
brother’s house in Berlin, as the result of 
a stroke. on 
It was Count Von Brockdorff Rantzau 
who, in 1919, headed the Germian delega- 
tion to Paris to receive the terms of thé 
Peace Treaty. Refusing to sign’ the 


resigned. 
Born in Slesvig in May, 1869, Count 
Ulrich Karl Christian Von Brockdorff 


serving in the German Army entered the 
German Diplomatic Service. In 1909 he 
was made Consul-Genera!l at Budapest, 
and in 1912 Minister at Copenhagen. 
Following the German revolution and the 
conclusion of the armistice, he took, in 
December, 1918, the post of Foreign 
Secretary. 

When Count Brockdorff Rantzau re- 
fused to sign the Peace Treaty, Herr 
Miller, the present German Chancellor, 
went to Versailles and signed for 
Germany. 

Count Brockdorff Rantzau held the post 
of Minister in Copenhagen | throughout 
the world war. From the time of his 
resignation of the office of Foreign 
Minister, in June, 1919, until October, 
1922, he held no official post. 

While sitting im the Reichstag as a 
member of the Deniscrdtic Party he made 
a speech that attracted considerable 
attention, in which he set forth his 
Liberal political creed. On the resump- 
tion of full diplomatic relations between 
Germany and Russia, following the con- 
clusion of the Rapallo Treaty, he was 
seit, in October, 1922, asi Ambassador to 
Moscow, and has oceupied the Embassy 
there for six years, having been doyen of 
the Diplomatic Corps in the Russian 
capital. His selection for the post is 
understood to have been made at the 
special request of the Soviet Government. 
The Count, who was unmarried,. belonged 
to an old Holstein family, some members 
of which are in the Danish service. 

It is just a year ago since Baron Von 
Maltzan, the other man who was largely 
instrumental in the shaping of German 
policy towards Russia, was killed in a 
flying accident,

Doncaster Week : St. Leger Review 
i Case of Flamingo 
Success at Manchester, 


(FROM OUR TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT.) 
LONDON, Sunday Night. 

It seems probable now that Lord Derby's | 
Fairway will be something like a 6 to 4 
chance for the St. Leger on Wednesday next, 
and when one remembers the melancholy re- 
cord of hot favourites in this race, it does 
not make one inclined to like his chance any 
the more. His last gallop was a top 
one over a mile and six furlongs with Cap-a- 
Pie on Wednesday morning last, and he 
pleased everyone, for he seemed to be staying 
on at the finish even better than Cap-a-Pie. 

However, we have seen other horses who 
have been gallo to get the distance at 
home curl up when pressure was ee to 
them on the racecourse, and it is still a little 
difficult to be confident that a colt with the 
great speed that Fairway has will stay the 
course. 

Cyclonic is second favourite, and has come 
well through a severe preparation. His re- 
cord throughout the season is & creditable 
one, and he has, of course, sound claims in a 
race inwhich Eo 4 can be safely narrowed | 
down to a very few horses. 

‘It is a little hard to undérstand why Fila- 
mingo is at 9 to 2, and he seéms to resent 
a very pect! prey 4 po moe rate ot 
odds.

The weather broke for the second day of 
Manchester and it rained a good deal, while 
there was a mist on the racecourse which 
spoiled the view of racing. It could not 
be cailed a particularly high-class field that 
went tothe post for the Prince Edward.

OVERWHELMING CORK 
SCORE. 


GALWAY OUTPLAYED IN ALL- 


IRELAND FINAL. 
(BY PAT’O.) 


Calm, sane, non-prejudiced visitors to Croke 
Park yesterday who witnessed the All-Ireland 
Hurling Final of the Championship of 1928 must 
have come to one definite conclusion: there is 
something seriously wrong in Gaelic athletic 
administration. Six goals and twelve points to 
one goal when reduced to points reads 50 points 
to 8. And this in the final! Surely patrons of 
the hurling final expect a well-contested match. 
The facts, as stated here on Saturday, are that 
Galway entered the final without playing a solitary 
game, No matter how good such a team may be, 
their entry into the final should have been impos- 
sible without a game of serious test. They made 
a sorry show yesterday. Had Cork wings, mid- 
field, and forwards played out to the bitter cham- 
pionship end, the score might well have been 300 
points to 3. In this matter I do not blame 
Galway. I1t was not their fault that they had no 
opposition in Connaught or Ulster. When a 
widely-flung association advertise an All-Ireland 
Final they must have provision for team 
credentials. 


Yesterday’s match was between a team who 


have gone through the struggles of a Munster and 
Leinster championship and a wholly untried side. 
lt is unfair to sporting supporters, and can have 
one ecffect only—the divorcing of most earnest 
supporters of Gaelic codes. 

lwenty thousand spectators saw the debddcle. 
Croke Park pitch was, like the weather, perfect. 
The serious discrepancy was between the talent 
of the teams. Cork, playing up to their reputa- 
tion in the earlier stages, hurled like a genuine 
champion team. Galway were 4 ragged, isolated 
fifteen, who fielded for the first time in the first 
serious game of a twelvemonth. The situation 
is disturbing, and calls for drastic action in control. 

Against wind and sun, with John Roberts, Kil- 
kenny, referee, Cork attacked. The ball swung 
out to Delea, who lifted and opened the scoring.

British Funds are 
well supported, and prices of Colomal Govern- 
ment and Home Corporation Stocks are re- 
sponding to public buying. Home Railway 
prior charge issues are also well maintained, 
and more nays there has been a dis- 
position to buy the best European Govern- 
ment Bonds owing to the feeling of greater 
security produced by the signing of the Kel- 
logg Peace Pact. he steady absorption of 
yvestment securities is the more noteworthy, 
seeing that there is dittle or no orospect of 
materially easier monetary conditions for 
come time to come; indeed, the chances are 
that money will become dearer before it be- 
comes cheaper. In other words, there is at 
leust the possibility of a rise in the Bank 
rate, which would certainly have a decidedly 
adverse influence upon the Stock markets. 


ARTIFICIAL SILK SHARES. 


Apart from the approach of the settlement,

announced by the British Celanese Company, 
and the other the measure of disappointment 
felt with the dividend and bonus statement 
of the Columbia Graphophone Co. Artificial 
Silk Shares were offered because of the fear 
that the latest move of the British Celanese 
Co, means intensified competition. As to 
this, the opinion may be expressed that it 
was illogical for operators to put down Court- 
aulds on this idea, for, 1f there is to be still 
keener competition, it is more than probable 
that the newer companies will be hurt most. 
Courtaulds, probably, can afford to look on 
for a time, and shape their policy according 
to the tactics of their competitors, while one 
result of the fight might be that a larger share 
of the business than before came to this par- 
ticular firm.

COLUMBIA GRAPHOPHONES., 


lt requires the faith of the most hardened 
bull to justify the present price of Columbia 
Graphophone Shares on the basis of the divi- 
dend just declared, and even the announce- 
ment of a share-for-share bonus.

That there has been a revived demand for 
English Bank Shares of late is a little sur- 
prising, seeing, that there is no prospect of 
easier monetary conditions such as would 
ustify the yield on the shares at current prices. 
n the case of some of the fully-paid issues 
the indicated return is scarcely more than 
can be obtained from a purchase of 5 per cent. 
War Loan. It can be contended that the 
return is nent safe. War Loan 
also is safe, but the life of that stock is poten- 
tially short, Still, it requires a good deal of 
faith to buy, say, Midland Bank £2 1s. 2d. 
fully-paid shares at 93, for even if it is as 
sumed that the quotation includes the half of 
the next half-yearly dividend, the return is 
little over 4§ per cent. There are several 
other similar examples, and where partly-paid 
ren are bought the yield is not much 
greater. 


DIVIDEND OUTLOOK, 


The position would be different if there 
Were reason to believe that dividends would 
be raised in the future.

n comparatively rare. It is not suggsted 
that Bank Shares should be sold,“and so keen 
is the demand for sound investment securi- 
ties that the present level of prices is likely 
to he maintained, if not improved upon, but 
it is difficult to see the attractions of fresh 
purchases.

The authorised and issued 
capital is £234,000, £130,000 representing 74 
per cent.

PROVISIONS STEADY. 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 


With the exception of butter, which has 
recovered from the somewhat depressing con- 
ditions prevailing last week-end, there is a 
steady tone to note in most departments of 


trade. As is usual after the 


holidays, the spending power of the public is 
somewhat curtailed, but a welcome expansion 
in trade is looked forward to before the pre- 
sent month closes. 
Swedish bacon, which shows an official ad- 
vance of two shillings per cwt., no change is 
recorded in Irish, Danish or Dutch, and the 
market has cleared moderately well. Com 
plaints by the vetailers that ' under-priced ' 
meats have been substituted for Danish have 
resulted in that country deciding to brand all 
bacon for export on several places with the 
word “ Danish “' in a frame, and the number 
of the respective slaughter-house. 
be an indication of the nationality. This new 
mark is quite independent of the official red 
R-Brand,” which remains the 
that the pig in question was examined by a 
Government veterinary inspector both before 
and after slaughter, and was found perfectly 
healthy and free from disease.
